Particular attention is to be given the accords reached 
last November at Vladivostok and to the protocol to the 
Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty of 1972 signed in Moscow 
last July 3. I hope you will give the Members your view 
as to the present Soviet strategic situation and possible 
options which would be faced by Soviet planners during the 
course of the proposed ten-year agreement between the 
United States and the Soviet Union.
